Return to Society 


“The end sought by any penal 
institution is to return the inm ate 
to his place in society,” Warden 
Handy said. The inm ate m ust be 
guided during his term in prison 
and he should be kept occupied 
physically and m entally, the war­ 
den 
said. 
All 
prison 
personnel 
are instructed to treat inm ates 
equal regardless of race, color or 
creed. 
Inm ates eligible for parole or 
whose sentences have expired are 
often in need of help in getting 
jobs, living accomodations, or fi­ 
nancial assistance. This help is 
part of the prison’s rehabiliation 
program.
